MASS-MEETING T0 PROTEST AGAINST 


‘THE LYMAN BILL 


Idlewild Hall Not Large Enough to Con- 
tain the Citizens Who Assemble to De- 
nounce the Attempt to Open the Way 
for the Establishing of Saloons Within 
Four Miles of the University~Commit- 
tee of Fifteen Appointed te Go te 
Springfield to Fight the Measure. 

That Evanston bas been shaken from center 
to circumference over the attempt of Repre- 
sentative Lyman to have its granted charter 
privileges abrogated by a hostile islature 
was fully ‘illustrated at the mass-meet- 
ing of citizens in Idlewild Hall last 
night. Representative men came from 


North and South Evanston and Rogers. 


Park to join with their Evanston fellow-citi- 
zens, and the large hall was not big enough to 
hold them all. Many women by their pres- 
ence cheered on the defenders of their homes, 
and gray-haired men who h through 
many a liquor war joined in the fight. 

There was no mistaking the sentiments and 
intentions of the people as they responded to 
the warning given by Tan Taisuxz a few 
days ago. The mass-meeting represented the 
moral sentiment of the community irrespect- 
ive of party or ereefl. The men who met in 
Idlewild Hali are determined to protect their 
rights without regard to consequences. 

The meeting was called to order by Alex- 
ander Clark of South Evanston, who called on 
William Blanchard, one of the oldest resi- 
ene art weet ee as Chairman. Then 
Met Gridley was chosen as Secretary, and the 
Vice-President list announced as foliows: T. 
K. Webster, Alexander Clark, D. B. Dewey, 
H. G. Grey, William Deermg, H. H. G. Mil- 
ler, F. Grandon, Hugh A. White, J. B. Kirk, 
Peter Miller. ' 

Must Protect the Charter. 

Then William Blanchard stated the busi- 
ness before the meeting. He said: 

There is now pending before the State Legisla- 
ture an amendment which, if enacted, will have 
the effect of allowing the sale of liquor within the 
four-mile limits of the university charter, We 
have assembled to express the public sentiment 
on this question. We have read legal opinions 
that the thing cannot be done. Others have said 
the reverse, Do not be deceived. The men who 
are pressing this bill know what they 
are doing. 80 owe must i fight. We 
must protect the charter of the North- 
western University, the institution which gives 
name and fame to our town abroad and char- 
acter at home. We have 1,500 young mer stopping 
in ourtown. They are our wards. We owe it to 
them that they be placed beyond the temptation of 
the father of all evils—the saloons. The first effect 
of the passage of such a law would be felt at 
Ridgeland, a town built to grant licenses. Then 
there are Rogers Park and Wilmette, and how will 
it be when. Evanston becomes a city of 30,000 in- 
habitants? No town of that size refuses to grant 

do not believe in leaving the question 
to local option. 

This maintaining ofthe charter and influence 
of the Northwestern University is not a question 
of party or creed. The question is: Shall 
Kvanston be coutrolled by the moral element 
within or the evil element without?’ 
This attack does not come from Evanston. 
It is an outrage and we must fight it. We can- 
not fight it here by lutions. We must send 
men to Springfield and maintain them there. Hu- 
manity demands thet this bill be killed. There is 
no time too valuable and no money should be 
spared to prevent this iniquity. 

Harvey B. Hurd was the next speaker. He 
talked on the history of the Northwestern 
University. He gave a history of the litiga-

Volney W. Foster was the next speaker. He 
said: 

Through the wisdom and foresight of those who 
undertook the establishment of a great institute 
of learning there was obtained in form of legis- 
lation and charter the promise of the State that 
within the lines named there would not be es- 
tablished with the consent of the State any saloon 
or place where alcohol in any of its forms should 
be dispensed as a beverage. The appeal made 
and recognized wasin behalf of the youth who 
should, for the period of their school life, be com- 
mitted to the care ofthis university and to the 
influences of its vicinity. The village was 
small and its social status not defined. Later, 
as the wonderful city at the south of us grew and 
ite citizens began to seek suburban homes, Evans- 
ton presented great attractions, chief of which 
was her freedom from the liquor traffic, and these 
attractions have brought together in this com- 
munity as enlightened and liberal a population 
as can be found in this or any other State. Ican- 
not believe that there is any real danger of the re- 
peal of thet condition of the charter 

this or any other Legislature, 
and still the offering of this repealing 
bill is sufficient reason for your anxiety and ener- 
getic expression of disapproval. It is our purpose 
at this time to join in a hearty,energetic,and effec- 
tive remonstrance against the removal of the lines 
made by the charter of 1855. I believe that As- 
sembiyman Lyman was not fully advised of the 
conditions and desires of the people of this 
My or be would not have introduced this

Thomas Bates said public opinion was 
stronger than laws. The charter sought to be 
repealed stands for all that is good as against 
all that is evil, and it was a gratifying sign 
that, without regard to politics, the people 
were preparing to defend their richest heritage. 
He did not want the interest which has so 
many cities by the throat to incorporate itself 
upon the municipal and private life of 

Evanston. 
Evanston Was Not Consulted. 


Dr. Rogers of the Northwestern University 
said the charter was a contract with the State. 
The only unfortunate thing was that there 
was a provision which allowed the Legislature 
to remove the four-mile limit clause 
whenever it saw fit. He did not 
think there was a eit v bet ween 
the two oceans where he would sooner live 
than at Evanston, and this was on account of 
its moral purity; a city of homes, of virtue 
and morality. There were no dens of iniqui- 
ty and vice. Plant the saloons and this 
would all change. He said the bill 
affected both the university and Evans. 
ton, yet neither had asked for it. 
There are 2,500 students in Evanston and the 
people should see that they are pruperly 
guarded, The community owed it to the par- 
ents of these students that when they came 
there no inducements for vice were thrown in 
their pathway. 

The next speaker was Judge William Pren- 
tiss. He said: 

When I first learned of this bill of Lyman’s I 
felt no fear of the results if the Legislature under- 
stood the feeling of this community on this mat- 
ter. Ifit should ever reach either branch of the 
Legislature for action I do not believe that one- 
half in either House would vote for it, It will 
never pass as a Democratic measure. Evanston 
is known all over the State, and if this 
committee of fifteen goes to Springfield it will 
be received with respect and the petitions of 
such committee will be respected and I believe 
will have their effect.

ing. from .amallpox. The. case was reported 

by Dr. Krebbs of No. 802 South Halsted 
street. Shultz.was taken to the pésthouse last 
evening about 10 o’clock. As soon as the 
case was reported Dr. Garrott went to the 
home of the patient and made a thorough 
diagnosis. Shultz was not confined to his 
bed, but there was no mistake as to the 
disease from which he was suffering.

NEW IMPORTANT USES FOR ALUMINUM. 


Experimenters Seeking to Employ the New 
Metal for Various Purposes. 

Chicago experts are experimenting in the 
new uses to which aluminum may be put 
These run in the line of medical and astro. 
nomical instruments, the outer covering of 
the hulls of ships, rowing shelis, canteens, and 
other :quipments for soldiers, and the fillings 
for teeth. The experiments in the latter use 
are the most satisfactory. As filiings to suc- 
ceed the present soft or gold filling it is said 
to be superior, because it does not turn black 
as soft fillings ur show dark as gold. It can 
be made to look almost the color of the teeth 
and its lightness, hardness, and the fact that 
it does net shrink peculiarly recommends it. 
Experiments are bemg made to form teeth 
from the new metal, and the scientists hope 
they will be able to change the color so as to 
suit the metal exactly to the tooth.

ONE TRACK ABOVE ANOTHER, 


Plans for a Double-Deck Road Submitted 
to the Central Elevated Company. 

M. Jacobs of the Columbia Universal Con- 
tracting company has submitted tothe Cen- 
tral Elevated railroad company, the organiza- 
tion whose announced purpose is to build a 
down-town loop for elevated roads, plans for 
a structure which he says will obviate the ob- 
jections of property-owners to a trestle work 
in front of their buildings and which can also 
be built cheaper than the structures now in 
use. A sketch of the structure shows it to be 
a double-decked affair, supported on a single 
row of pillars. On each deck tracks are laid, 
and alongside of these isa walk which con- 
nects by foot-bridges with the second stories 
of buildings alongside. 

The structure is wide enough for a single 
pair of tracks only, and it is built entirely 
of steel and iron. At the end of the 
line a I may be built which will enable trains 
to descend from the upper track to the lower, 
and vice versa. A twenty-foot alley is wide 
enough tor the V. Mr. Jacobs says that prior 
to submitting his plans to the Central Ele- 
vated railroad company his company drew 
the plan of aloopto be built im the down- 
town district, which he states was received 
favorably by property-owners to whom it was 
submitted. Theloop ran froin the corner of 
Twelfth street and Michigan avenue along 
Twelfth to Third avenue, north to Polk street, 
west to’ Sherman street, north to Jackson, 
west to Fifth avenue, north to Quincy street, 
west across the river to Canal street, north to 
Kinzie street, east to Dearborn, and south on 
Dearborn to Polk, where a junction is made 
with the line. This route would afford ac.

To 
declare the policy of the United States is the 
great point now, and this is what the President 
seeks to have Congress do—the Senate 
by ratifying the treaty and the House by 
concurrent legislation which will be nécessary 
to carry it into effect. A canvass of the Sen- 
ate seems to show that more than two-thirds 
of the Senators fuvor prompt ratification 
of the annexahon treaty. That much can 
easily be done this session. Ihen if neces- 
sary a commission can be sent to the islands 
to adjust them to the new conditions. The 
main thing is to take what is offered without 
waiting for the intrigues of other govern- 
ments to become effective, 

The President’s message transmitting an an- 
nexation treaty will surely be sent to the Sen- 
ate this week. This much is assured. It may 
go in Thursday, but certainly before the end 
of the week. It may be further stated that 
the administration fully expects the Senate to 
promptly ratify it. Secretary Foster, it is 
understood, expects to attach his signature 
to the ratified treaty before his departure for 
Europe Feb. 25. 

The President’s message, which will be the 
most important state paper of his adminis- 
tration, will be made public as soon as sent to 
the Senate in order that legislation may be 
going on simultaneously with the considera- 
tion of the treaty. 

An important act of the administration to- 
day was the transmission of the instructions 
prepared by the Secretary of State for Min- 
ister Stevens. A 500-word dispatch went to 
San Francisco late this evening to be mailed 
by the steamer winch sails tomorrow for 
Honolulu. Th's dispatch will be em- 
bodied in the President's message, 
and will therefore not be made public 
until it reaches the Senate. The dispatch, it 
is understood, recites the general featvres of 
the convention agreed upon, approves the 
action of Mr. Stevens in the support given by 
him to the provisional government, and in- 
structs him to maintain that attitude until 
further orders.

Even if he did have ideas on those 
subjects, it would be a matter of indifference 
to Chicagoans, for he cannot be their Mayor. 
Doubtless when the Exposition i¢ opened in 
the spring President Cleveland will come here, 
and will be received with the utmost courtesy 
by whoever is Mayor, whether he voted for or 
against Mr. Cleveland, and the latter Hu not 
care whether the Mayor likes or dislikes him. 

The residents of Chicago do not care how 
their next Mayor stands on the Cleveland 
question, and it is of much less importance to 
them whether he is a Republican or a Dem- 
ocrat than that he 1s a man who will give 
them an economic administration, securing 
the best results with the funds at his disposal, 
not squandering them on unnecessary office- 
holders, but using them for the objects for 
which the people want them to be expended. 
They do not want a man who is in favor of 


| the continuance of the present system. That 


system isto spend wastefully what money 
-there is and then to use that shortage as an 
argument why more money should be raised 
to be spent in the same loose way. 

Chicagoans do not want u Mayor who be- 
lieves in magnificent expenditures, in heavy 
taxes, and great city debts. John Randolph 
of Roanoke startled the House of Representa- 
tives once by saying: Mr. Speaker, I have 
discovered the philosopher's stone.

es you go, pay as you go. As a rule Chica- 


goans agree with him. They would rather pay 
as they go than leave to their descendants 
public improvements which are worthless and 
also the blanket mortgage by which the 
money was raised to pay for them. Chica- 
goans are paying interest today on money 
borrowed to pay for improvements which 
are valueless. | 

So the people of this city do not want a 
Mayor who starts out with the idea that in 
order to manayeacity affairs properly the 
State Constitution must be ripped up and all 
its guards against excessive taxation or in- 
debtedness cut out. That such a man is in 
Mr. Cleveland’s confidence does not make him 
seem any the more desirable. The voters 
want economy and efficiency and will favor 
‘that party and that man where they will prob- 
ably be found. As Democracy is a party of 
economic promises but extravagant acts, the 
citizens of Chicago are not likely to turn to 
that party for a Mayor.

How are all these silver nations and owners 
to elevate their Gi cent silver 100 cent 
silver except by making the coin | 
ingly heavier? Biend, with a face as stol 
as that of an owl or monkey, replies, by 
adopting free coinage in the United States. 
But as a matter of fact he believes nothing of 
the kind would result. Whathe does believe 
is that such free coinage would simply debase 
the current money to less than two-thirds the 
value of the gold dollar, and drop down at 
least one-third the purchasing power of the 
present silver money, paper, and certificates. 
That is just what he desires shall happen. It 
is what he longsand yearns for, His idea us that 
every man and woman in this Nation who have 
loaned their gold value money, or sold their 
property at gold values, and desire to be paid 
in as good money as they gave out or agreed 
to receive, are Shylocks and public ene- 
mies who should and must be smashed, or at 
least done out of one-third of their just dues 
by act of Congress. His pian for effecting 
this is asimple one. It is to cease holding 
silver money and certificates artificiaily up to 
a par with gold by government support, 
credit, and redemption, and to substitute free 
coinage of silver, which, like the power of 
gravity causing water to seek its lowest level, 
will make the silver money decline to a com- 
mon level with the commercial value of the 
metal in all silver monometallic countries 
and continue to decline under cheap supplies 
to its actual valye as measured by labor, say 
40 to 45 cents on the dollar. 

This is precisely the sort of white eggs that 
Hatch of Missouri is striving by every possi- 
ble method and pretense to hatch out. And 
this ostensibly for the benefit of poor men 
who desire to pay their creditors in cheap 
money and keep the property worth twice as 
much as Congress would allow them to pay 
for it, in violation of the spirit if not the let- 
ter of their contracts! Every man who op- 
poses this dishonest, debasing scheme is de- 
nounced by Hatch asa “Shylock.” It is dif- 
ficult to say whether the man who can write 
as he does is more egotist than hypocrite in 
thus assuming to set up his raw, uncouth, 
ignorant judgment against the views of the 
ablest and clearest thinkers in the United 
States and the whole world, Nor can any 
candid reader concede to him the virtue of 
sincerity except in the one respect that he de- 
liberately proposes the legalization of whole- 
sale dishonesty by the American Government. 


THE DIFFICULTIES OF THE HOME RULE 
BILL. 


Those features of the Gladstone home rule 
bill which were expected to give most trouble 
to the supporters of that measure apparently 
after all have been solved satisfactorily? Ire- 
land’s contribution to the imperial revenue, 
which it was feared would excite trouble and 
produce differences of opinion between the 
Irish and the British members which would be 
fatal to the bill, is fixed at a moderate and rea- 
sonable figure, Mr. Gladstone appears to have 
attained this result after frequent conferences 
between the members of his Cabmet and 
Messrs. Soxton and Healy, acting for the Irish 
men. bers, and it seems to be simplicity itself. 
The customs revenue of Ireland, which 1s to 
be collected by imperial officers, amounta to 
£2,430,000 sterling. This amount, instead of 
being turned over to the Irish Government, it 
is proposed shall be held for imperial pur- 
poses and credited in the accounts of the em- 
pire as Ireland’s contribution. This feature 
appears to be copied from the United States, 
where the customs taxes collected in any State 
are used not for State but for Federal pur- 
poses, The amount is considerably less than 
that provided for in the bill of 1886 and which 
Mr. Parnell was willing to accept as “a final 
adjustment of the Irish diffloulty. The Red- 
mondites, much as they may desire to create 
trouble concerning it, can hardly object to 
this proposal. It is favorable to Ireland. Sir 
William Harcourt, the British Chancellor, ap- 
proves the proposal also, and his approval 
means that it will be satisfactory to the Brit- 
ish taxpayers. Thus one great difficulty is re- 
moved. 

The second objectionable feature of the bill 
of 1886 also is eliminated—the hereditary and 
appointive features of tne proposed second 
chamber or Legislative Council. The bill of 
1886 proposed to make twenty-eight repre- 
sentative Peers of Ireland members of the 
Council or Senate. It also provided for a 
number of members to be appointed by the 
Viceroy. Both of these provisions are absent 
from the bill of this year. The second cham 
ber is to be wholly an elective chamber, elected 
by the rated occupiers assessed in the amount 
of one hundred dollars or upwards. The con- 
stituency of the forty-eight members will be 
about one hundred and seventy thousand 
voters. These will be men of substance and 
of property in Ireiand. Their representatives 
will exercise a wholesome restraint. on the too 
radical proposals of the popular assembly 
which is to be elected by the present constit- 
uencies. That restraint is necessary, The 
popular chamber will contain too maay Dav- 
itt men of strong socialistic tendencies, and 
the conservative influence of property will 
serve asacheck. It is quite likely that of the 
forty-eight members of the second chamber a 
majority will be of the moderate liberal kind, 
men like Justin McCarthy, Mr. Dickson, or 
Mr. Reddington, who was associated recently 
with Justice Mathews in the Irish Evicted 
Tenants Commission. The Ulster Protestant 
and landlord representation will be iafluential 
in this body. The rights of the minority thus 
will be protected. John Burns, Mr. Labou- 
chere, and Sir Charles Dilke are reported to 
be opposed to the second chamber principle 
as contrary to radical ideas, but it is not 
likely that they will succeed in having it elimi- 
nated, although they may have it modified. 

Really the most difficult feature of the whole 
bill is that bearing on the representation of 
Ireland in the Imperial Parliament, The 
Redmonites will make trouble over this. 
They will insist that the repesentation of Ire- 
land shall not be cut down from the present 
number of 108. On the other hand, the Brit- 
ish and Scotch members will maintain that 
the representation should not be more than 
thirty or forty and ought to be proportioned 
to Ireland’s contribution to the imperial rev- 
enne. The Unionist Liberals will make their 
strong fight on this also, though it was the 
Unionists who forced this feature of the bill 
on Mr. Gladstone. Sir George Trevelyan, 
who voted with Mr. Chamberlain against the 
bill of 1886, returned to the Gladstonian fold 
only on condition that the Irish representa- 
tion should be maintained in the Imperial 
Parliament. Mr. Winterbotham, Sir Thomas 
Grove, Mr. Whitbred, and other moderate 
Liberals returned with Trevelyan on this con- 
cession being made. Mr. Gladstone is appar- 
ently not much in love with the provision 
now. As he says, the whole subject is full 
of thorns and brambles.” He would gladly 
get rid of it if he could, and if it is rejected 
in committee he will doubtless not grieve for 
aoe abandon the bill because of its rejec-

NOW FOR GAKBAGE CREMATION. 

At last the long-pending consideration of 
the garbage cremation business seems to be 
resolving itself into something. practical. 
The city hae furnished a site, on which the 
Chemical Garbage Reduction company has 
contracted to erecta crematory within twen- 
ty-five days. Ofcourse it is too early yet to 
speak confidently of results, but the plan 
promises well, and if the one crematory be 
found to justify the expectation several others 
are to be built as soon afterwards as may be 
deemed practicable. So there is after alla 


chance, and perhaps more than a chance, that 


from and after thetime of opening the Fair 
the garbage of the city will be disposed of in 
the only proper way—namely: by burning it 
up. 

Much more has to ‘be done, however, in 
order to insure a reasonably clean city. An 
efficient scavenger force must ve organized, 
and thatmay be no small task, seeing the 
authorities wiil have to work against the slip- 
shod do-nothing system that has so long pre- 
vailed. Under that system the alleys have 
been visited just often enough to furnish a 
poor excuse for drawing pay for work that 
ought to be efficiently performed, and to bring 
about a radical reform may be no easy mat- 
ter. Then the citizens have to be educated up 
to a sense of their duty to consume on their 
own premises much of the filth that now finds 
its way on the thoroughfares, and to place the 
rest where it will be most easily handled. 
They should be taught the necessity of keep- 
ing ashes separate from garbage, and of 
handling both so that they shall be the least 
possible nuisance previous to removal. 

Here is a suggestion of useful work to be 
done by those anxious to see the reforin car- 
ried out. The committee of one hundred 
and the Municipal Order League should see 
in this item of progress an opportunity for 
renewed exertion in the direction of educat- 
ing the people up toa knowledge of what 
they mustdo to insure clean streets and al- 
leys. Perhaps they may find a valuable ex- 
ample in the work done by the Society for 
the Prevention of Smoke. That organization 
first labored with the prominent fuel con- 
sumers to show them where their own inter- 
ests lay and enable them to see the ad- 
vantage to themselves and the community 
of ceasing to commit the smoke nuisance. 
The policy of vigorous prosecution of 
offenders followed. Perhaps it would not be 
practicable for the sanitary reformers to 
make a similar canvass among the far greater 
number of citizens who have to be watched 
in relation to arte and other filth. But, 
even if this be so, there is room for them to 
work behind or in concert with the health au- 
thorities; first, by presenting suggestions of 
plans for securing the codperation of the peo- 
ple at large; secondly, in aiding to give to 
such plans as may be adopted the widest pub- 
licity, so that none may be able to plead igno- 
rance of the requifements; and thirdly, by 
organizing for a systematic and thorough re- 
porting of offenders after arrangements have 
otherwise been made for keeping reasonably 
clean the streets and alleys of the city. 


GET THE BILL OUT OF COMMITTEE, 

The House Committee on the Judiciary 
will take up today the bill abolishing the 
$5,000 limit in cases where life has been taken 
wrongfully. Several lawyers representing 
railrogds have asked for permission to appear 
before the com mittee in order to deliver their 
feed arguments against the passage of the 
bill. It is stated that other roads will ask for 
permission to be heard, hopm that they may 
protract the proceedings of the committee by 
interminable harangues, and may induce it to 
adjourn again and again until all the roads in 
the State have been heard from. 

There is no necessity for much talk before 
the committee. If its members wish to listen 
to one or two lawyers speaking on behalf of 
the railroads let them do so, but it must be 
understood that those lawyers. speak for all 
the lines, not for one or two. There 1s no 
reason why each road should be heard from 
separately, The object would be merely to 
kilitime. Nor isit nécessary that there should 
be any talking before the committee. The 
matter will be discussed fulfy in the House 
and Senate. There are m both bodies lawyers 
friegdly to the roads who will argue at great 
length in behalf of their clients. Whatever is 
said in committee will be said over again in 
the House, Thus time spent in committee 
discussions is thrown away. 

The best course for the committee is to re- 
port the bill back to the House at once. Each 
member knows what the object of the bill is 
and has made up his mind regardingit. His 
opinion will not be affected by the long argu- 
ménts of lawyers, who will not touch on the 
real question at issue and will not say what 
the roads intend doing to put.an end to these 
murders at street crossings which have 
stirred up the people of the city and the State. 

Send the bill back to the House speedily 
and let it decide what it will do with it. If 
the members favor it they will pass it, no 
matter what the report of the committee may 
be. 


STREET RAILROAD FARES AND THE FAIR. 
The street car railways of this city wül be 
benefited largely by the Exposition. They 
will have all the business they can do at all 
hours of the day. There are times now when 
their cars are not filled. During the Exposi- 
tion they will de as crowded on all occasions 
as they are now during the rush hours. Hence 
the receipts will increase proportionately 
much more than will the operating expenses. 
When a private concern, like a restaurant, 
for instance, makes an extra amount of 
money because of a sudden increase in busi- 
ness, no one has anything to say. When in- 
creased profits fall into the lap of a corpora- 
tion which oweg its power to earn money to a 
monopoly grant of the right to use the public 
streets the case is different. Why should the 
company pocket the entire gain from the 
extra business, and why should not part of it 
go to the people, both citizens and visitors? 
The hundreds of thousands of outsiders who 
will come here will be brought by steam rail - 
roads which will make reductions in their 
rates. They may not lower them as much as 
they ought to, but they will ail reduce them 
somewhat, one reason being that having so 


many peovle to carry they tan transport each 
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the city, and the cheaper the fare the more 


rates would be a most effective answer to 
those untruthful assertions. It would also 
make tnem far more popular with the people 
of this city, whespfault-finding is due largely 
to the fact that the price they pay entitles 
them to better facilities than they enjoy. Will 
the roads have the wisdom to act on this sug- 
gestion, or will they wait to be forced to come 
down to more reasonable fares? 


Parestpent HAuxtsox said in his letter read 
at the Lincoln dinner given in New York Sat- 
urday night: 

It cannot be denied that under Republican 
legislation, and, as we believe, by it, the country 
has been brought to the highest prosperity. No 
period in our history can be indicated when the 
national fame and influence and the prosperity 
of the pe were greater than now. If the 
Democratic y will now put into law its plat- 
form declarations our people will be able to 
bring the discussion to the test of a near con- 
trast, and from that test Republicans donot 
shrink. a 

The Demoeratic party, however, shows no 
sign of willingness to put its platform decla- 
rations into law. Itis drawing back from its 
program of the substitution of free trade for 
protection. It is not as eager as it was to 
wipe out the McKinley law. It has little to 
say against reciprocity. A majority of the 
Demorratic Representatives vote against the 
repeal of the Sherman iaw. Nothmg is said 
about the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on the 
issues of State bank notes. The only votes 
cast in the Senate against the bill to protect 
the lives and limbs of railway employés were 
cast by Democrats, although the Democratic 
platform favored such legislation and de- 
nounced the Republicans for their inaction. 
The only pledge ofthe platform the Demo- 
crats seem inclined to keep is the one regard- 
ing the repeal of the national election laws. It 


is more than probable that they will be wiped 


out. 

If the Democrats were to do this year all 
the things which they promised they would 
do if given power by the people the latter 
would see very soon the difference between 
the workings of Democratic and Republican 
policies. They would see prosperity disap- 
pear and panics and poverty appear. But the 
Democrats will not live up to their platform. 
It has answered its purpose—that of deceiving 
the voters—and now they will discard it. 


Tue latest news from the East in regard to 
the silver situation is that the Senate Finance 
committee has decided to report favorably 
Senator Sherman’s bill authorizing the pur- 
chase of 3 per cent bonds to run five years, 
and that Secretary Foster has decided to urge 
the President to send a message to Congress 
calling for the repeal of the silver purchase 
act. This is well, and the first measure ought 
not to be adopted without the second. It 
would be absurd to authorize the selling of 
bonds for-the purpose of keeping up the sup- 
ply of gold in the Treasury while continuing 
each month to purchase 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver to swell the burden of responsibility, 
the weight of which is held to necessitate the 
sale of those bonds. If President Harrison 
be correctly represented as unwilling to con- 
sent to the sale of bonds unless in the event of 
a panic that fact ought not to discourage the 
passage of the bill, Nor should the expressed 
conviction of Secretary Foster that for some 
time to come he can otherwise secure all the 
gold necessary to meet foreign shipments be 
an argument against it. If, as believed, the 
repeal of the Sherman law, or even a resolve 
to suspend the purchases of silver, would im- 
mediately put a stop to the export of gold, 
there should be no hesitation about taking 
that step. But additional assurance to the 
world outside would be given by the author- 
ization to issue bonds if that be found neces- 
sary to avert financial disaster. 


Tur extraordinary anxiety of the local Dem- 
ocratic politicians to secure the appointment 
of election judges of their party with a view 
to their service at the primaries indicates a 
most unsatisfactory condition of affairs. It is 
not claimed that they desire the appointment 
of the judges because of their ability, their 
good character, or their intelligence. They 


boldly declare that they recommended the ap- 


pointments because of the usefulness of the 
persons thus indorsed as primary elections. 
During the argument the other day before the 
Election Commissioners about the selection 
of. certain judges in the Seventh Ward one 
committeeman said to another: “I don’t 
blame you for trying to secure the appoint- 
ment of that man. If he were on my side 1 
would like to have him appointed, but he is 
not, and that is why 1 object.“ This meant 
nothing more nor less than that the person 
whose appointment was discussed was skillful 
in stuffing ballot-boxes or in other election 
fine work. But this person is to act as a judge 
at the regular election. Do Republicans hope 
for fair play with such judges? The whole 
method of appointment is scandalous N 
menace to the purity of the ballot- box, and 
the Election Commissioners are culpable in 
permitting the disgrace to continue. They 
should have made the selection and appointed 
the judges without regard to factional differ. 
ences, but with strict regard to ability and in- 
tegrity. It is not certain that the Crawford 


"law has improved the character of the primary 


election, but it is certain that it has had a de- 
moralizing, corrupting, and vicious effect on 
the character of judges of election. 


Tux disease is cholera, but not epidemic in 
the true sense of the word. Such is the opinion 
of the expert reporter at Marseilles in regard 
to the sickness in that city from which several 
have died. But the real sense of the word 
epidemic is defined to be “the spread of that 
which is progressive and all invading.” Tu 
any extent less than that the cholera in Mar- 
seilles may be epidemic for aught that is af- 
firmed to the contrary. Still it may be pos- 
sible that the disease, so far as developed, is 
due to the operation of local causes, promi- 
nent ameng which is the use of foul water. 
There issome reason to think this is so, as 
during the recent cold spell the usual water 


supply of the city was cut off by the frost. 


But the total of deaths in two weeks has 
reached sixty-five, the number for one day 
being twelve. The report that the discase is 


subsiding is a cheering one, but it cannot be 
accepted confidently untii after the lapse of a 
few more days, and even then there would be 
no guarantee against another outbreak a little 
nearer the advent of spring or summer. The 
news must be held to fully justify the taking 
of the precautions which have been authorized 
by Congress for arresting at our doors the 
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Tun Chicago River is rising, but it has not 
begun to flow through the faucets yet.

CHOLERAIC EPIDEMIC ABATING. 


But Five Patients: Remain in the Infected 
Hospital Ward at Marseilles. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

MAnsgIcizs, Feb. 14.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett. There now remain 
in the cholera ward at the Hospital de la Con- 
ception only five patients out. of eleven there 


Sunday; four have been discHarged cured and 


two have died, one of those deaths occurring 
yesterday. No death attributed to cholera has 
taken place outside the hospital since Sunday, 
nor is any fresh case reported. The epidemic 
seems to be over. 

The precautions which attendants in the 
cholera ward of the hospital are recommended 
to take are as follows: The basins should 
always contain a solution of suiphite of 
copper, and immediately after being 
used certain amounts of the Same s0- 
lution should be added to the dejecta. The 
wards must be washed every morning with a 
sublimate acid solution of bichlorate of mer- 
cury, three grains; hydrochloric acid, one 
ounce; water, one litre, the floor to be washed 
with the same solution whenever it 
has beon soiled. The attendants must always 
wash their hands after attending a patient, and 
rinse them in the sublinfate salution above 
mentioned before sitting down to meals. 
fore leaving the ward and before retiring to 
bed the attendants must be careful to wash 
their face and hands, brush their nails, and 
rinse with the solution. y must. never 
leave the ward without taking off the blouses 
they use to protect their garments.

The Third Officer Washed Overboard by One 
Wave and Brought Back on the Crest 
of Another—Other Vessels Have Hard 
Times—Four Notable Ante-Lenten Wed- 
dings Celebrated Yesterday—Trunk Line 
Association Members Angry at Balti- 
more and Ohio—Other News of Gotham. 

New York, Feb. 14.—!Special.|—During a 
terrible hurricane which tossed the British 
freight steamship Harona about like a chip 
Third Officer James Dakers was swept from 
the deck by a mountainous wave, and the next 
big wave that passed over the vessel brought 
him back on its crest, and he clutched the 
rail of the ship ui d was saved. This thrilling 
incident was but one of many narrated by 
Captains of ships that arrived here today. All 
incoming vessels reported that storms and 
hurricanes have been sweeping the Atlantic 
for more than a week. . 

The Hurona was badly damaged when it 
reached port this morning and had to be 
towed into quarantine. Feb. 1 in ‘latitude 
58.18, longitude 30.15, the vessel was fourteen 


hours in a burricane from the northwest. The 


sea was prodigious, sweeping over and en- 
gulfing the vessel, washing overboard William 
Atchison, a seaman, and severely injuring au- 
other of the crew. Feb. 4 in latitude 49.06, 
longitude 37/12, the vessel encountered an- 
other hurricane from the west, during which 
it became unmanageable and for hours lay 
perfectly helpless and nearly on its beam 
ends, the. sea sweeping over it and washing 
away everything movable about the decks and 
injuring its steering gear. The engines were 


stopped and oil poured on the troubled waters 


with good effect. 

The British steamer Neptune, which ar- 
rived here today from Montego Bay, had on 
board the crew of the Norwegian bark Kuuds- 
vig, bound from Balize, Honduras, to Gorle, 
Eng. Last Saturday the bark was sighted in 
a sinking condition, with four feet of water in 
the hold and increasing ten inches an hour 
The crew was rescued and the bark set on fire, 
as it was in the direct path of steamers and 
dangerous to navigation. Capt. Evansen of 
the Knudsvig also had a shipwreck story. It 
was of the little steam propeller Syren, 
thirty tons burden, bound from Engla 
to Bermuda. Capt. Evansen fell in with 
it Feb. 6 off the Carolina coast. 
It had deen ‘twenty-nine days out 
from London., Its propelier was lashed on 
deck and it was mgged as a schooner and 
under sail. The four navigators were entirely 
out of gee and water and in a most dis- 
tre condition, From drinking op 
water al! the crew sickened, and for six days 
the vessel drifted at the mercy of the sea with- 
out a hand at its helm, While in this condi- 
tion the vessel collided with a bark at mid- 
night. The Syren was damaged and the only 
boat on board smashed to pieces. After being 
supplied with provisions and water, told their 
position, and informed of the day of the 
month, of which they were entirely ignorant, 
the Knudsvig wished them godspeed, and they 
bore away for Charleston. ?

Basements Protected by Levees. 

Probably the worst flooded section of the 
city was that in the neighborhood of Wabash 
ana Indiana avenues from Forzy-Hrst to Forty- 
seventh street. The house, No, 4606 Indiana 
avenue, was entirely surrounded by water, 
which was only prevented from inund 
the basement by a levee of earth raised aroun 
the fences. Between Forty-first and Forty- 
second streets on Indiana avenue all trace of 
car tracks, and even any sign of roadway, was 
lost in the depth of water that stretc over 
a long section of the street at that point. The 
car tracks at each end of this flash of water 
seemed to end in a canal, and it was like vent- 
uring into unknown and vasty depths when 
the car drivers urged their horses through it. 

From Twenty-eighth to Twenty-ninth street 
men employed by the city were en in 
sweeping the flood into the catch basins in the 
middle of the street. They seemed to be 
sending a good deal of it into the. sewers, but 
there was little apparent diminution in 
quantity that covered the roadway, even after 
they had been hours at work. ‘The crossings 
along Indiana avenue were exceptionally bad 
from Twenty-second street south to Forty- 
seventh street. 

State street could not boast of any cleanly 
crossings along its entire length. There were 
about fifty men at Polk street opening catch 
basins and cutting channels through the still 
frozen mud snow. Under the Twelfth 
street viaduct there were several inches of 
slush in depth covering the area of the whole 
crossing. At Twenty-third to Twenty-fourth 
street there was a stretch of water alongside 
the western sidewalk that sug a canal 
nearly on a level with its banks. 

At Wabash avenue and Eighteenth street 
there was a puddle which necessitated a detour 
by foot passengers to the other side of the 
street. *

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 14,—Collector of 
Internal Revenue Quinn, who is in charge of 
the Chinese registration at this point, is al- 

ady laying plans for the deportation of the 

inese who refuse to register according to 
the provisions of the Geary act. “The gov- 
ernment means business,.“ said Collector 
Quinn, “and purposes to complete the work 
which Mr. Geary has begun. The Chinese do not 
intend to register, as has been already shown. 
They imagined that wher the deputies were 
removed the bill had become nuil and 
void. They purposed fighting us in court and 
the question arose as to what arrangements 
we could make to take care of them pending 
the hearing in court. Well, the government 
will show them. There are 50,000 Chinese in 
my district and they calculated on defying us 
because we had no jail room. I think we can 
quarter at least 20,000. on Goat Island, and

Gold Diseussed by Bankers and Plans for 
Getting It im the Treasury Being Con- 
sidered—Cleveland Having a Hard Time 
Making Up His Cabinet, and the Job 
May Be Incomplete When He Goes to 
Washington—A Prospect That George 
GouM Will Sacceed Dr. Green. 

‘New Lon, Feb. 14.—[special. |—* Either 
this administration or the next one will do it,” 
is the opinion of the banking community 
when the issue of bonds to maintain gold pay- 
ments is spoken of, Yet there are some who 
believe that to do this will be a mistake, 
and that the object sought can be 
as easily secured if a law should be 
passed. permitting the government to sell 
some of the silver bulhon which is in its 
vaults. The opinion also increases that the 
pressure brought to bear upon Secretary Fos- 
ter, which is great and non-partisan, is due to 
some extent to the desire of persons who 
would be able to take these bonds to get them 
at a bargain, so to speak, : . 

Perhaps it is to offset. that impression o 
the desire to make money out of the emer- 
gency that the proposition is now generally 
made by those who favor the issue of bonds 
but do not expect to take any of them when 
issued, that the best plan would be to 
authorize the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue them in small quantities. 
For instance, whenever he needs $5,000,000 
or $6,000,000 of gold to issue bonds for such 
an amount. It is reported here that Pierpont 
Morgan, who went out of his way Sunday to 
hunt up Secretary Foster and who had a long 
chat with him yesterday, gave the Secretary 
some advice, taking issue with the anxious 
bankers and declaring that if the 
Treasury is to issue any bonds at all the Sec- 
retary should put them out in such small 
quantities as would relieve him of embarrass- 
ment and yet prevent speculative dealing 
with the bonds. Mn Morgan is said to 
agree with another ewinent banker, 
who, suggested through a third person 
to Mr. Foster that he test the sincerity of the 
bankers who claim to have been actuated by 
patriotic motives by proposing to them that 
they form an underwriting syndicate which 
would pledge itself to take bonds 
from e Treasury just as frequently 
as specie is needed there, the Secretary 
himself to be judge of the occasion. If Mr. 
Morgan is correctly reported he represehted 
to Secretary Foster that such underwriting 
would of itself go tar to make any sale of 
bonds unnecessary. hen the commercial 
world realized that the contract was 
ticient it would also understand that there 
would be a stiffening of interest which would 
make exports unprofitable. 

Anxiety Not Justified. 

These suggesti e how varied opin- 
ion is and to some financiers are convincing 
proof that much of tne anxiety is forced, un- 
natural, and therefore is not justified. Every- 
body, of course, believes that the Sherman 
law has served ite purpose, and that its con-

sumed, 

Mr. Morgan is understood to have sug- 
gested that the Secretary has no power to 
issue bonds without further legislation, and 
this view is taken by Mr. Dana’s newspaper, 
which enforces it in double leads. The Secre- 
tary was not impressed with this opinion 
since he submitted the point. to the Attorney- 
General, who advises him that he has the right 
under the resumption act, That is the view 
which Mr. Carlisle also takes. 

Tammany and Gresham, 

It is amusing to hear the Tammany leaders 
comment about the proposed appointment of 
Mr. Gresham as Secretary of State. ‘they do 
not seem to be surptised, and one of them 


said today: We would have been much more 


astonished if Mr. Cleveland had chosen to take 
any one of the three or four eminent lawyers in 
New York who are Tammany men, and who 
nevertheless are qualified to hold that office. 
Mr. Coudert, who once was proposed 
by Tammany men as the best one in their as- 
sociation to numinate for Mayor, was suggest- 
ed to Mr. Cleveland as a lawyer preémiaently 
qualified for that ce. His professional 
business has been largely that of counsel for 
some of the fore governments. He speaks 
the 8 of diplomacy as well as he does 
English, ut Mr. Cleveland seen.ed some- 
what amazed when the suggestion was made 
to him, and he would have greatly astonished 
Tammany Hall had he chosen Mr. Coudert 
for that or any other office. 

Of course, the shrewder men in Tammany 
Hall understand what the Gresham affair 
means. It is aimed at the old-fashioned 
Democracy, not only of New York but the 
country, according to their lights, but they do 
not 1 even to whithper. They have 
heard many unfriendly comments from Dem- 
ocrats elsewhere, but way d will utter none 
themselves. Gov. Flower has gone so far as 
to praise the proposed appointment, although 
he bestowed one of His characteristic winks 
and suggestive dry smiles upon the person to 
whom he imparted his verbose joy. 

It is the gossip here that Senator Hill is pre- 
pared to antagonize any administration tariff 
bill which does not stand squarely upon the 
Democratic platform of a tariff for revenue, 
He expects to take the ground that the party 
cannot be led into a betrayal of its 
position. by those who have been preach- 
ing the doctrine of revenue reform train- 
ing the country to that bebef. This of 
course means Cleveland and probably Car- 
lisle. The Senator's relatione with Mr. Car- 
Iisle are simply those of courtesy. Like Mr. 
Gorman, he has no great admiration for Mr. 
Carlisle’s political capacity. Moreover, Mr. 
Hill remembers that a few months ago Car- 
lisle said that Hul would find, when he got to 
the Senate, that he wouid have to go to the foot 
of the class, and his experience 
as Governor would not particularly serve him 
in Wash n.
